BRAZILIAN  FINANCE. 

Looking  ahead,  the  two  great  problems 
which  remain  to  be  solved  are,  firstly,  the 
nature  of  the  economic  progress  likely  to  be 
tuade  by  Brazil,  and  secondly,  the  financial 
police  of  lite  government.  In  regard  to  the 
first  of  these,  there  is  no  gainsaying  the  fact 
that  Brazil  is  at  the  present  moment  pas- 
sing through  a  severe  commercial  and  in- 
dustrial crisis. 

Coffee  is  the  very  backbone  of  the  economic 
edifice,  and  litis  branch  of  the  national  in- 
dustry is  in  a  deplorable  state  owing  to  over- 
production and  the  tremendous  depression 
that  lias  occurred  in  the  price,  which  frills 
not  only  by  reason  of  the  inflated  production, 
but  also  in  con  sequence  of  the  rise  in  the 
exchange.  As  the  latter  advances  the  more 
severe  is  the  blow  struck  at  this  great  branch 
of  enterprise,  whereby  the  country  becomes 
proportionately  impoverished. 

just  now  Lite  government  boasts  of  having 
a  surplus  in  the  budget. 

Tins,  however,  is  largely  due  to  the  great 
saving  that  lias  been  made  under  the  opera- 
tion the  moiatoi  nun  but  as  it  has  come  to 
an  end  the  expenditure  must  be  the  greater, 
and  it  iy  to  lie  feared  that  the  revenue  will 
ftil  to  keep  pace  with  the  enlarged  outgoings. 
It  may  be  that  Brazil  will  be  able  to  pull 
round  and  meet  the  new  conditions,  but  this 
will  entirely  depend  upon  the  second  point 
we  have  mentioned,  namely,  the  financial 
policy  of  the  government;  in  other  words, 
whether  that  policy  is  to  be  one  of  retrench- 
ment or  a  continuance  of  the  old  system  of 
extravagance.  If  Brazilian  Gnaiicesjwere  matta- 
aged  by  holiest  European  experts  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  they  could  be  placed  on  a 
solid  fooling;  but  it  is  very  much  to  be  feared 
that  the  government  will  have  failed  to  learn 
a  lesson  from  the  past,  and  that  before  long 
it  will  once  more  be  engaged  in  projects 
leading  to  a  frittering  away  of  the  national 
resources.  Even  assuming  that  a  new  leaf 
has  been  turned  over,  lite  fact  nevertheless 
remains  that  the  very  best  which  can  happen 
to  Brazilian  finances  has  been  fully  discounted 
ill  the  market,  nndthat  the  bonds  have  been 
raised  to  a  level  which  we  do  not  think  is 
wholly  warranted  by  circumstances.  The 
assumption  is  that  Brazil  has  not  only  emer- 
ged from  a  condition  of  bankruptcy,  but  that 
she  has  definitely  entered  on  a  stage  of  per- 
manent solvency,  This,  we  think,  is  taking 
rather  too  much  for  granted,  and  we  cannot 
therefore  recommend  ourreaderss  to  put  their 
money  into  Brazilian  securities  at  their  present 
high  quotations. 
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INTERVIEWS. 

(I),  ADMIRAL  CUSTODIO  DE  MELLO. 
It  seems  to  us  that  Brazil,  in  consequence 
of  its  vast  territorial  extent,  must,  sooner  or 
later,  necessarily  perform,  actively  or  passive- 
ly,  an  important  part  in  international  poli- 
tics.    It  is   consequently  desirable,  we  think,

that  the  p 

States  should  be  kept  properly  informed  of 
the  circumstances  of  this  country,  since  in 
default  of  correct  information  there  may  be 
Committed  blunders  leading  to  the  most  disas- 
trous aud  deplorable  results. 

At  present  the  means  of  furnishing  such  in- 
formation to  the  European  and  American 
public  are  extremely  limited.  For  some  rea- 
son none  of  the  great  organs  of  the  indepen- 
dent press  have  seen  fit  to  maintain  in  Hr.izil 
Competent  correspondents  charged  with  giv- 
ing full,  Intelligent  and  impartial  accounts  of 
everything  relating  to  the  political,  financial 
and  "  commercial  situation.  The  limes,  in- 
deed, has  we  are  aware,  a  resident  correspon- 
dent, but  his  instructions  evidently  limit  bis 
action  to  forwarding  laconic  telegrams 
whenever  any  exceptionally  interesting  event 
occurs.  No  inconsiderable  part  of  the  news 
with  which  the  foreign  public  is  supplied  is 
furnished  by  a  subsidized  press,  and  infor- 
mation derived  from  so  coirupla  source  cannot 
of  course,  fail  to  be  utterly  untrtistwiirth v. 
misl#adittf(  slid  harmful.  If  the  independent 
European  aud  American  press  look  greater 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  Brazil  and  exerted 
ilself  more  to  keep  its  readers  correctly  in- 
formed in  regard  to  these  afT.iirs.  ihe  state- 
ments   made    by    subsidized    journals  would 


geii'-.  -  - 

ted  without  question  and  thus  they  frequen- 
tly filter  intb  general  circulation,  causing 
impressions  that  are  altogether  erroneous. 

As  a  corrective  for  this  evil  Thi;  Rio  News 
lias  endeavored  to  awaken  ill  the  United 
States  and  in  Europe  an  intelHg  nt  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  Brazil  and  we  may  without  im- 
modesty say  that  its  efforts  have  not  been 
entirely  unsuccessful.  And  we  now  think  we 
see  our  way  to  rendering  those  useful  by  pub- 
lishing from  time  to  time  interviews  with 
representative  men  in  various  walks  of  life, 
who  will  be  invited,  without  regard  to  their 
political  or  other  opinions,  to  lend  us  their 
aid  in  throwing  light  on  the  situation. 

The  first  whom  we  approached  for  this  pur- 
pose, Admiral  Custodio  de  Mello,  courteously 
acceded  to  our  request,  reminding  us,  how- 
ever, that  as  an  officer  of  the  navy  be  is 
obliged  to  maintain  the  reserve  imposed  by 
discipline.  We  hastened  to  assure  hint  that 
we  thoroughly  appreciated  this  circumstance 
and  added  that  The  Rio  NEWS  could  not  pos- 
sibly seek  to  induce  ?\ny  officer  of  the  army 
or  navy  to  relax  in  the  slightest  degree  the 
strict  observance  of  military  discipline,  with 
whose  absolute  necessity  it  has  repeatedly 
endeavored  to  impress  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment and  people. 

With  this  understanding,  then,  we  pro- 
ceeded to  interview  the  admiral. 

u We  see  it  stated",  said  our  representative, 
"that  you  have  addressed  a  petition  to  con- 
gress asking  for  the  impeachment  of  Presi- 
dent Campos  Salles.  Have  you  any  objection 
to  declaring  the  motive  by  which  you  are 
actuated  ?" 

"lam  actuated",  answered  the  admiral, 
"simply  by  a  sense  of  duty,  Every  citizen 
should,  in  my  opinion,  tenaciously  resist  by 
all  legal  means  the  violation  of  his  rights, 
and  when  those  rights  have  been  actually 
violated,  he  should,  I  think,  seek  to  obtain 
legal  redress.  Having  exhausted  the  other 
means  at  my  disposal  for  obtaining  the  re- 
dress to  which  I  am  entitled,  I  have  now 
appealed  to  congress.  If  every  citizen  will 
resisl  encroachments  011  his  rights  and  if  his 
fellow-citizens,  comprehending  that  in  do- 
ing this  he  defends  the  rights  of  all,  will  give 
him  the  proper  support,  abuses  of  power,  it  is 
to  be  hoped,  will  become  less  frequent  and 
our  country  will  be  gradually  raised  from  the 
state  of  abasement  into  which  it  has  fallen. 
But,  unless  those  whose  rights  are  infringed 
have  sufficient  civic  courage  to  detn  md  re- 
dress, what  is  become  of  the  Brazilian  people  ? 
If  we  tamely  submit  to  every  violation  of  the 
law,  we  shall  assuredly  become  the  hopeless 
prey  of  internal  anarchy  and  despotism  or  of 
foreign  aggression.  In  short,  the  motive  by 
which  I  am  now  actuated  is  that  which  led 
Ille  in  November,  1S91,  aud  September,  [893, 
to  tike  up  arms  in  defence  of  the  consiiuui  uj 
and  laws  of  the  country;  but  circumstances, 
which  then  forced  tne  to  resort  to  arms,  now 
require  me  to  test  the  efficacy  of  legal  and 
peaceful  methods." 

"In  what  way  has  President  Campos  Salles 
violated  your  legal  rights?  " 

'■  1  —In  causing  111c  to  be  arbitrarily  arrested 
without  informing  me  of  the  cause  of  my  ar- 
rest ; 

"2—  In  depriving  me  of  the  faculty  of  com- 
municating with  my  friends  ; 

"3—  In  persistently  denying  nit-  the  trial 
which  I  have  demanded  and  even  copies  of 
documents  which  I  require  for  my  defence." 
"Not  having  been  officially  informed  of  the 
cause  of  your  arrest,  you,  of  course,  do  not 
know  why  you  were  arrested." 

"Certainly  not,  The  minister  of  justice  in 
a  telegram  to  the  governors  of  states  asserted 
that  my  arrest  was  due  to  disciplinary  circum- 
stances. On  the  other  hand  a  telegram  of 
March  24,  published  in  an  English  journal, 
stated  that, having  become  the  centre  of  i.ctive 
monarchical  intrigue,  i  had  been  arrested  and 
would  lie  sent  northwards  to  await  orders.  All 
this,  you  see.  is  very  vague  and  at  utter  vari- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  law  aud  justice. 
Under  liberal  institutions  no  one  can  be  legal- 
ly arrested  without  some  positive  charge 
against  hint,  and  every  prisoner  is  legally 
entitled  to  be  informed  of  the  cause  of  his 
arrest,  to  have  a  fair  aud  speedy  trial  and  to 
Communicate  freely  with  all  persons  whose 
assistance  he  needs  in  the  preparation  of  his 
defence.  In  denying  me  this  the  President  has 
violated  the  law,  and  my  duty  to  my  country 
and  mv  fellow-citizetis  impels  tne  to  persist  in 
my  efforts  to  obtain  redress  for  mv  wrongs 
until  I  shall  have  accomplished  my  objector 
until  the  result  shall  have  practically  and 
thoroughly  demonstrated  that  in  the  present 
state  of  the  country  legal  methods  are  im- 
potent to  defend  the  rights  of  the  people.'" 

"And  in  doing  tbis",sud  our  representative, 
"you  certainty  deserve  the  people's  grati- 
tude." 


;'I  think",  said  the  admiral,  "that  all  right 
thinking  and  well-informed  persons  approve 
of  my  conduct.  You  have  doubtless  observed 
that  many  of  my  former  enemies  are  now 
doing  me  justice.  And  even  those  who  from 
interested  motives  continue  to  attack  me 
secretly  acknowledge,  I  am  sure,  that  I  am 
seeking  to  render  a   service  to  my  country. 

"Is  it  not  absurd,  tn  a  country  like  this 
whose  present  institutions  owe  their  exis- 
tence to  a  revolution  and  in  which  there  is 
perhaps  110!  a  single  mm  now  prominent  in 
political  affairs  that  has  not  al  some  time  taken 
part  in  a  revolutionary  movement,  to  attempt 
to  exile  prejudice  against  me  by  calling  me 
a  revolutionist  and  an  enemy  of  those  institu- 
tions ? 

"Never  has  there  been  a  more  cotiservttive 
revolution  than  those  in  which   I  was  forced 
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to  take  a  leading  part.  It  is  an  indisputable 
fact,  though  some  persons  choose  to  ignore 
it,  that,  when  I  took  up  arms,  both  in  Novem- 
ber, 1891,  and  in  September,' 1893,  I  found  the 
country  already  plunged  into  civil  war,  And 
in  the  lnidit  of  all  political-  events  my  con- 
stant object  lias  been,  as  I  stated  in  one  of 
my  manifestos,  to  defend  the  constitutional 
rights  of  the  people,  to  combat  the  despotic 
and  lawless;  tendencies  that,  encroaching  on 
those  fights, humiliate  and  degrade  the  nation, 
to  restorejto  my  country  the  prosperity  of 
which  it  has  been  deprived  by  anarchy  and 
misrule  and  to  maintain  inviolate  the  supre- 
macy of  law,  order,  justice  and  peace."

The  editor  of  this  paper  regrets  to 
.say  that  illness  compels  him  to  suspend 
■work  for  a  time  in  order  to  undergo 
treatment  which  can  not  longer  be 
delayed.  The  crisis  of  the  past  few 
years  has  inflicted  losses  upon  him,  just 
as  it  has  upon  his  commercial  and  in- 
dustrial neighbors,  and  these  have  com- 
pelled him  to  reduce  his  staff  and  un- 
dertake a  much  larger  share  of  the 
work  himself.  Under  the  pressure  of 
overwork  and  anxiety  his  health  has 
suffered  and  he  is  now  compelled  to 
stop.  Having  no  assistant  editor,  he 
can  not  insure  the  publication  of  the 
paper  on  established  lines  during  his 
absence,  but  efforts  will  be  made  by 
his  office  employes  and  some  of  his 
friends  to  publish  the  customary  com- 
mercial information  and  such  local 
news  as  circumstances  will  permit. 
The  editor  begs  his  old  friends  to  be 
patient  with  unavoidable  defects  until 
he  can  arrange  a  substitute,  which  he 
hopes  to  do  within  a  short  time. 


The  action  taken  by  the  chamber  of 
deputies  on  the  charges  preferred  by 
Admiral  Custodio  de  Mello  against 
President  Campos  Salles  is  a  fair  illus- 
tration of  the  general  situation.  We  do 
not  discuss  the  merits  of  the  complaint, 
nor  do  we  say  that  the  President  should 
be  impeached  for  the  manifestly  illegal 
treatment  imposed  upon  the  complain- 
ant. But  we  do  say  that  questions  of 
this  character  should  be  considered 
frankly  and  on  their  merits,  and  that 
abuses  of  authority  should  be  unflinch- 
ingly repressed.  If  the  constitution  and 
the  laws  guarantee  the  person  against 
arbitrary  restraint,  then  that  guarantee 
should  be  made  effective,  even  if  the 
President  himself  be  the  culprit.  To 
throw  out  a  complaint  on  a  trifling 
technicality,  and  then  to  reject  an 
amended  complaint  on  the  ground  that 
a  decision  had  already  been  given,  is 
trifling  with  a  serious  matter.  Con- 
gressmen who  conduct  themselves  after 
this  fashion  are  unworthy  the  trust 
reposed  in  them,  and  are  doing  their 
country  more  harm  than  an  open  enemy 
could  possibly  do. 


There  can  be  no  contestation  of  the  asser  ■ 
tion  that  the  crisis  here  is  steadily  becoming 
worse.  Business  men  are  complaining  that 
transactions  are  daily  becoming  more  diffi- 
cult, and  money  scarcer.  Practically  we  are 
on  the  verge  of  a  general  smash.  It  tiny  be 
avoided,  but  it  can  hardly  he  expected. 
Everyone  is  cutting  expenses,  and  with  the 
relsult  that  thousands  have  no  employment, 
and  no  money  to  spend,  Probably  a  general 
moratorium  will  be  the  result,  but  unless  the 
government  is  actuated  by  better  counsels 
no  permanent  good  can  be  expected  even 
from  that. 

IT  IS  worthy  of  note  that  the  opinions  ex- 
pressed in  the  editorial  columns  of  this  paper 
for  years,  and  for  which  we  have  been  den- 
ounced as  an  enemy  of  Brazil, are  exactly  those 
now  given  to  the  world  by  Dr,  Alberto  Sti- 
les, brother  of  President  Campos  Salles.  We 
have  condemned  the  government  established 
here  since  the  overthrow  of  the  monarchy 
because  it  is  a  fraud  and  a  deception.  It  is 
not  a  republic,  nor  is  it  as  liberal  as  a  consti- 
tutional monarchy.  Tt  is  an  official  despotism, 
and  nothing  else.  Now  that  Dr.  Alberto  Sal- 
les has  spoken,  perhaps  the  country  will  listen. 
His  article  in  the  Estado  de  Sao  Paulo  has 
attracted  widespread  attention,  and  good 
should  result.  With  that  the  denunciations 
in  regard  to  the  wholesale  bribery  of  the 
newspaper  press  should  lead  to  serious  reflec- 
tion among  serious  men.  Brazil  can  he  made 
a  rich,  prosperous  and  influential  country, 
but  not  through  such  means  as  these.

—For  some  days  there  has  been  no  quorum 
in  the  chamber  of  deputies.  This  is  attributed 
to  the  political  crisis  in  S.  Paulo. 

— Congress  has  now  nearly  reached  the  end 
of  the  third  mouth  of  the  present  session,  but 
the  army  and  navy  bills  have  not  yet  been 
voted  and  the  discussion  of  the  budget  has  not 
even  commenced.  As  usual,  the  session  will, 
we  suppose,  he  extended  to  the  end  of  the 
year  and  congressmen  will  receive  piyfor 
eight  mouths  instead  of  four, 

—On  technical  grounds  the  chamber  of 
deputies  refused  to  take  into  consideration 
Admiral  Custodio  de  RIello's  petition  asking 
for  the  impeachment  of  President  Campos 
Salles.  The  Admiral  then  modified  his  peti- 
tion so  as  to  meet  the  requirements  indicated 
in  the  technical  objections  alleged  by  the 
chamber.  The  president  of  this  body,  how- 
ever, has  not  laid  the  modified  document  he- 
fore  the  house  over  which  he  presides,  and  he 
is  said  to  assert  that  the  question  has  been 
settled,  although  no  action  has  been  taken  by 
the  chamber  011  the  merits  of  the  case,  on 
which  the  special  committee  did  not  report. 
This  is  certainly  a  scandalous  state  of  aff.tirs 
and  it  will  contribute  very  much  to  strengthen 
the  prevailing  opinion  that  in  this  country  at 
the  present  time  there  is  absolute  impunity 
not  only  for  the  president  but  also  for  other 
officials  who  commit  abuses.  But  what  can  be 
expected  from  a  chamber  whose  servility  the 
president's  brother  does  hesitate  to  denounce 
in  the  strongest  terms  ? 


Coffee  Notes 


— A  tax  on  coffee  would  not  resultliu  any 
appreciable  difference  in  cost  to  consumers. 
It  would  give  the  government  an  additional 
revenue  of  515,000.000,  and  thus  permit  the 
removal  of  really  burdensome  taxes  imposed 
to  meet  war  expenditures.  It  would  tend  to 
improve  the  grade  of  coffee.  We  can  see  no 
reason  why  a  heavy  lax  should  be  laid  on  tea 
and  none  on  coffee,  especially  as  the  latter 
can  stand  a  duty  much  better  than  tea.— 
American  Grocer,  May  29. 

— Ill  an  interview  published  in  the  New- 
York  Journal  of  (Commerce,  Mr.  Hermann 
Sielckeii,  of  Messrs,  \V.  II.  Crossmau  &  Bro., 
expresses  the  following  opinion  on  the  cofTee 
situation  :  —  "There  is  no  question  that  the 
consuming  markets  have  Brazil  completely  at 
bay.  They  have  enough  stocks  on  hand  to 
enable  them  to  wait  until  Brazil  markets  con- 
form to  the  necessities  as  they  present  them- 
selves. Facts  have  proven  that  neither 
speculation,  the  varying  of  exchange,  nor 
increased  consumption  can  cope  with  the 
present  production.  If  prices  fall  low  enough, 
and  perhaps  lower  than  the  actual  cost  of 
production,  it  is  likely  to  work  its  own  sal- 
vation to  the  coffee  market  of  the  future."

RAILWAY:  IMPORTANT  PRO- 
POSALS. 

A  ClRCl'l.AK  has  been  issued  to  the  proprie- 
tors which  states  that  a  provisional  agree- 
ment has  been  made  with  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Brazilian  Government,  to  serve  as 
a  basis  of  ft  definite  contract,  and  which  will 
be  submitted  to  the  shareholders,  under  which 
the  Brazilian  Government  grants  to  the

the  Recife  and  Sat!  Francisco  Railway  for  85 
per  cent.,  and  the  Su,'  de  Pernambuco  Railway 
for  95  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  respe- 
ctively. The  Government  also  grants  to  the 
company  freedom  during  the  term  of  the 
lease  from  CttfiwH  duties  and  "  Expedience  " 
charges  on  all  stores  and  materials  imported 
for  working  its  own  system  and  the  leased 
lines,  and  for  the  construction  and  working 
of  all  future  extensions,  and  also  freedom 
from  all  Federal,  State   or    Municipal    taxes.

—Is  it  possible  for  Brazil  to  establish  a  real 
gold  standard  as  tilings  stand  at  present?  We 
doubt  it,  Brazil  is  doing  wonderfully  well 
under  her  present  admin  ist  ration.  She  is 
about  to  resume  the  full  payment  of  the 
interest  on  li  er  debt.  She  is,  so  far  as  can 
be  expected,  keeping  credit  with  her  cus- 
tomers. And  she  is  gradually  reducing  the 
volume  of  her  paper  currency.  At  the  same 
lime,  the  economic  condition  of  the  country 
is  anything  but  satisfactory.  It  has  been 
passing  for  nearly  a  year  through  a  grave 
crisis,  It  suffers  from  a  want  of  labour.  It 
has  but  a  very  scanty  population,  which  may 
lie  said  without  much  exaggeration  to  be 
nearly  all  massed  upon  the  mere  fringe  of 
the  empire.  It  seems  to  us,  therefore,  thai  it 
would  be  much  wiser  to  go  more  slowly  to  goon 
slowly  reducing  the  value  of  the  currency,  and 
so  gradually  forcing  it  ueirer  and  nearer  to 
pur;  to  do  whatever  is  possible  to  promote  the 
economic  interests  of  the  population;  to  avoid 
extravagance  in  every  form,  especially  to 
slum  naval  and  military  expenditure;  to  en- 
courage, improve  and  extend  education,  and 
thus  slowly  and  steadily  to  improve  the 
material  condition  of  the  people.
